1. At the request of your office, conferences have been held between 
FBIB and Services Division, with the objective of absorbing the reproduction 
activities of FBIB into the central reproduction service which will be pro- 
vided by P&A. Basic to these conferences was the principle that any repro- 
duction activity now being performed by FBIB would be performed by Services 
Division more ecconomically and as efficiently. 

2. As a result of these conferences, it can be stated that the 
following accord in principle has been reached. 

(a) That no physical -transfer of Services Division, F3IB, 
be attempted until all questions of security have been 
clarified. 

(b) That no physical transfer be attempted until the personnel 
recruitment program has matured to the point where absorp- 
tion can be accomplished and plant expansion has been 
reduced to an actuality. 

(c) That an hourly pickup of stencils by courier runs or other- 
wise was acceptable to FBIB, inasmuch as interference with 
production is not anticipated provided scheduled pickups 
are guaranteed. 

(d) That the correction of errers, tern stencils, and editorial 
changes we re not considered to be of sufficient importance 

to create a special problem. 25X1
